Kentucky Journal.— The Governor of 
Illinois has committed an otTcusc against 
society which is unpardonable. In ex- 
tending pardon to the Anarchists con- 
victed in the Courts of Chicago he has 
betrayed the anxiety of one, who feels 
he is doing a wrong, to put himself right 
before the public which he hej ontrnged, 
and before laws he has contemned.
